3.  ‘-.t  about  Oicc  hrs  on  1  l eb  42  wo  were  captured  by  a 
Jap  patrol.  The  patrol  was  also  accorpmiod  by  a  few  Malayan 
natives.J 

After  being  taken  by  the  Jap  patrol  wo  were  trans¬ 
fer  tod  by  a  3  an  nan,  wo  had  previously  con*  nndesred ,  to  Patrol

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11#  I  dragged  the  other  members  of  my  party  who  were 

alive  Into  the  shade  of  some  hibiscus  trees  nearby  and  made 
them  as  comfortable  as  Dosslble.  During  the  afternoon  of 
that  day  FLINT  and  COTLETT  died.  n!LLIG\N  survived  till  the 
morning  of  4  Teb  42.  After  "ulligan  died,  3  VS.  who  was 
wounded  in  the  leg,  and  myself  attempted  to  escape.  'e 
were  pestered  by  ’'alayan3  who  followed  us  wherever  we  went 
but  finally  threw  them  off  and  spent  the  night  in  an 
evacuated  native  horse  in  HUB. 

_ 12.  On  5  Teb  42  we  were  recaptured  by  different  Jaos 

"  and  taken  to  Malayan  HQ  building  in  *  uar.  There  we  were  told 
wo  v/ere  Prisoners  of  ’Jar. 

13.  I  was  of  the  ooinion  that  these  Jaos  v/ere  contem¬ 
plating  murdering  SAT'S  and  myself,  but  -e  ^cre  saved,  I  think, 
by  the  intervention  of  some  Jap  Staff  Of  leers  who  arrived 

in  two  cars. 

14.  After  a  conference  between  the  Jap  Staff  Of:' tears 
end  ovr  captors,  we  were  told  by  a  Jap  Rgt,  that  we  were  to 
be  taken  to  XLUANG  to  a  prison  camp,  "e  spent  the  night  in 
a  house  adjoining  Malayan  HQ  where  I  was  able  to  dress  Sams' 
wound. 

Ip.  On  6  Feb  we  were  v/ere  taken  by  the  Jap  Staff 

Officers  in  a  car  to  Kluang  where  v/e  met  approximately  27 

Aust  PSW  and  2  British  Brigadiers  in  the  Kluang  Gaol.  One 
Brigadier's  name  I  remember  was  P\Y;TTER. 

15.  Cn  7  Feb  42  Y/e  set  out  for  JCVW.  LIT  TUB.  On  B  Feb 

42  v/e  arrived  at  Kuala  Lumpur  an^  were  taken  to  PUDU  Gaol 
where  there  v/ere  approximately  500  British  and  Aust  Prisoners. 

17.  On  9  Feb  42  Pt.e  S\  "3  diod  from  tetanus!  and  was  buried 

in  gaol  grounds.  After  spending  eight  months  at  Pudu  Gaol 
we  v/ere  taken  to  Changi  Gaol. 

lB.  I  was  unable  to  discover  the  names  of  any  Jap 

Officers  or  men  responsible  for  murdering  my  colleagues  and 
I  was  also  unable  to  obtain  anything  that  would  help  to 
identify  their  units. 

19.  The  dates  that  I  have  before  mentioned  are  abso¬ 

lutely  correct  and  may  assist  in  identifying  Jap  units  in 
the  area  at  tiiat  time.
